T SPEAKER BOUNCED 
Ralph Davis Relieved of His Ofce By 
His Fellow-Members, — 


POLIFICAL SENSATION IN TENNESSEE, 


The Sequal to the Disbarment of the 
Shrewd Young Politician, 


THE CONDITION OF THE PENITENTIARY 


Shown Up by the Investigating Committee. 
A Terrible Condition of Affairs 
Said to Hxist. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 8.—(Special.)— 
The Tennessee legislature reassembled to- 
day after nearly a month’s recess. 

In the house the proceedings were sen- 
sational. Speaker Davis, who was recently 
disbarred at Memphis from the practice of 
his profession for retaining $1,250 of a 
client’s- money, called the house to order 
and asked that a committee be seleeted 
to investigate the matter. 

The house, however, was almost unani- 
mous in the opinion that there had been an 
impartial investigation, and so adopted a 
resolution requesting ‘Speaker Davis to re- 
sign. He declined on the ground that he 
had appealed the case to the supreme court 
and to resign would be a tacit admission 
of guilt. Mr. Jones, of Hardeman, then of- 
fered the following resolution: 

Be it resolved by the house of representa- 
tives of the state of Tennessee, That the 
Hon. Ralph Davis, speaker of the said house 
of representatives, haviag been. found guilty 
by the circuit court of Shelby county of certain 
giave charges, of conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman, be removed from the 
office of speaker of the house of representa- 
tives of the state of Tennessee, and said 
office of speaker is hereby declared vacant. 

There was but little opposition to the reso- 
lution and after a lengthy discussion it was 
adopted by a vote of 72 to 9, a number of 
members being excused from voting. 

The house then unanimously elected Hon. 
Julius A. Trousdale, of Sumner county, 
to the speakership chair. Many of Mr. 
Davis's best friends voted for both resvlu- 
tions today. 


The Condition of the Prisons. 


The subcommittee that visited the branch 
prisons made a lengthy report today and 
scores the penitentiary. mabugement from 
start to finish, 

The various branch prisons are declared 
to be in a very filthy condition. At Coal 
Creek the bedding is extremely filthy, and 
is changed only. every, three or four months. 
The couviets bad no night clothes, sheets 
Or pillows. underclothing or socks. Pris- 
oners were covered with running sores. 
The conditions at the other prisons are not 
much better. Feeding costs only 3 or 4 
cents a day. Prisoners had to carry. on 
their hands through the day the dirt, grit, 
water and smoke of the mine, their sodden 
piece of corn bread and fat meat, which 
ants mi the pris- 
gradin at most of thi 
ons. The management at Coal Creek es- 

eclaly, is.condemned. ‘The prisoners at 

nmans make no complaints, 

The committee, summing up says: “We 
find, on the whole, that the condition and 
management of the convicts is this state 
for the last two years have not been a cred- 
it to the stat&by any means but to the con- 
trary, and the committee believes that the 
public, or at least the legislature and ex- 
ecutive canscience need to be awakened to 
the disgrateful neglects and cruel outrages 
that are perpetrated in the name and under 
the protection of the state. In the enforce- 
ment of the crimna] law in Tennessee today 
these better principles seem to be entirely 
iznored and our penal institutions, instead 
of tending to reform, are veritable nurs- 
erles of crime, anarchism and degredation, 
and this to an extent that we are failing to 
appreciate, and with a resultant economic 
loss and cost that would profoundly aston- 
fsh us if we could know the — exact 
figures. Attention is called to the fact 
that something over five hundred prisoners 
enter and leave our penitentiary every year. 
In a period of an ordinary generation of 
thirty years. some fifteen thousand, a small 
army. Many find their way back and none 
practicaliy are reformed, but most all 
are cultivated in crime, contaminated, de- 
based, degraded and embittered.” | 


GOVERNOR TURNEY VERY LOW. 


He Has Suffered a Relapse and Is Not Ex- 
pected to Live Two Weeks Longer. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 8.—Hon. Peter 
Turney, the bedridden governor of this 
state, is hardly expected to live more than 
two weeks longer. Governor Turney was 
inaugurated in a sick bed in January last. 
He hag had a severe relapse and the gen- 
eral belief is he will never come to the 


capital. 

A sensational rumor that Governor Turney 
was dead reached here this morning. Both 
houses of the legislature immediately adjourn- 
ed: The rumor proved to be untrue, but 
Governor Turney’s condition is precarious.

HIS LIFE GROUND OUT. 


A Peculiar Accident by Which 28 Greenville 
Man Lost His Life.

WOMEN BALL-PLAYERS MOBBED. 


American Female Baseball Club’ Roughly 
Treated in Cuba. 


Havana, March 8.—A serious conflict oc- 
curred recently at Alenendares, which 
nearly resulted in a serious injury to a 
number of American young women. A 
party of Americans known as the “Ameri- 
can Female Baseball Club,” bas been going 
about playing against Cuban clubs ad oth- 
erwise exhibiting themselves With more or 
less success. ‘rhe club. piayed at 
Alenendares, their opponelts being a local 
club eomposed of young men of a good 
class. The majority of the spectators were 
respectable aud weil behave, but the at- 
tendance also included a share of the low- 
est dregs of society. ‘These latter became 
irritated at the playing of the American 
Visitors and some of them claimed to be 
convinced that it was simply farcial, and 
did not show professional skill. They 
claimed the young women’ were, in fact, 
not players at all, and that the money of 
the spectators had been received under false 
pretenses, and ought to be restored. : 

The malcontents giamored loudly for the 
restitution of their money, and at length be- 
came. So excited that they broke the seats 
and set fire to the fences around the playing 
ground. ‘This caused general consternation 
among the female players, ana several of 
them nearly swooned with fright. The 
mob, encouraged by impunity, attempted 
to attack the players who were gallantly 
defended by the young men of the Cuban 
Baseball Club, aud by the respectable ma- 
jority of the spectators. Cgufusion en- 
sued, and the shrieks of the frightened 
young women could be heard mingled with 
the execrations of the mob. A\jll the play- 
ers, male and female, took refuge in a 
house. The mob pursued them and suc- 
eeeded in obtaining entrance. Then 

rioters pillaged the house. The 
Cuban players fought bravely 
to save the young women, otherwise more 
of them would have been hurt. The po 
lice arrived on the scene at length, and suc- 
ceeded in dispersing the mob and giving 
protection to the young women, 


THROUGH A BRIDGE. 


Nineteen Freight Cars Plunge Into the 
Ottawa River. 

Lima, O., March 8.—The most disastrous 
freight wreck that ever occurred on the 
Chicago and Erie road happened here this 
morning, at the bridge over the Ottawa 
river, about one mile west of the station. 
The third section of westbound freight 
train No. 83, with a heavy train, derailed 
a car at the switch before reaching the 
bridge, and when the bridge was struck 
the middle span of it gave away, and nine- 
teen cars, with the caboose, were piled up 
in the stream, thirty feet below. The engine 
and several cars were all that passed over 
safely. Fortunately the trainmen were all 
in front, except the conductor. He escaped 
by jumping, The conductor thinks fhere 
were three tramps.in a box car, who got 
on at Kenton. If they were, they were 
ground to atoms. The cars were reduced 
to splinters, and map ae or three of them 
can be re .

Colonel Tom Barrett, who was in. the 
legislature two years ago, was the spokes- 
man for the committee which had been ap- 
Pointed the day before at a meeting of cit- 
izens held in Barnesville. 

He reports that twelve people were killed 
butright by the terrible storm and fifty more 
received injuries which will prove fatal. 

Two hundred people were woemded in 
Pike alone, 120 houses were blown down 
and 800 people were left homeless. 

The Cyelone’s Path. 

‘I have been all over the track of the 
cyclone, back and forward, and it is almost 
impossible to picture the rnin and the snf- 
fering,” said Colonel Barrett. “I have seen 
war, and men killed, and the land filled with 
lamentations, but there were no women in 
the war. The cyclone spared no one. It 
Was no respecter of persons. Mes women 
and children, white and black, were killed 
and maimed. It came on us in the might 
abouf 9 o’clock or a little later. Mow? folks 
in the country are in bed at that ime. 
With a horrible roar, the storm swocped 
down on us. You could hear the passing of 
it for miles. The sky was lit up with 
lightning so that you could read The Con- 
stitution all over the county pretty much. 
This cyclone seemed like a great mountain 
of fire doing a round dance across the 
country. It was revolving furiously, and 
moving ahead at a great rate of speed. Be- 
fore the nnfortunates knew that danger was 
near, the storm was upon them. No- 
body had a chance to get away. It 
was like war time. You didn’t have time 
to get behind the breasiworks or in 
the bomb proofs just when the 
greatest danger came. There may have 
been some pits in the section, but there 
was no warning to get into them. Houser 
Were caught in the tornado and suckéd 
right up off the ground, or crushed in, often 
before the inmates could get out of bed. 
And when they did run for protection, they 
did not help themselves. The sadest case 
was that of Miss Annie Hawkins, daughter 
of Ed Hawkins, a farmer. She was a 
grown young lady and a lovely young 
woman. In her alarm she ran to her father.

More, than forty families were affected 
by the visitation of the storm. Four per- 
sons were killed outright, two have died 
since that time and two others have been 
pronounced fatally injured. 

For some unaccountable reason, no ac- 
curate ropert of the storm was given in 
this locality. Perhaps the most fearful 
wreck of the entire scourge was accom- 
plished at this place. 

Mr. W. H., weap whose business is in 
this city but whose home is at AJolena, de- 
cided last Tuesday that he would make a 
visit to his‘ home and ascertain the exact 
condition of affairs. 

The telegraphic report of the storm had 
scarcely made any’ mention of the fact 
that Molena was in the path of the cyclone.

Food and Clothing Still Pouring in 
to Help Those Le't Helpless Along 
the Cyclone’s Deadly Course. 


Atlanta never fails to do her full duty 
when it comes to helping the poor and needy.

The Opinion Is That a True Bill Will Be 


Found Against Miss Force for Mur- 
Ger—The Hearing Today.

Will Julia Force be tried for the mur- 
der of her two sisters? 

The question igs stil] unanswered, as far 
as any definite action by the grand jury is 
concerned, Another day may possibly de- 
cide the matter, and by noon today the ques- 
tion may be settled. 

The general opinion yesterday about the 
courthouse wag that a true bill would be 
found, 

It was stated in The Constitution yester- 
day morning that the case would come be- 
fore the jury. A large number of witness- 
es, including the neighbors and intimate 
friends of the. family, were summoned for 
the purpose of testifying before the jury, 
i regard to the circumstances of the trage- 
dy, or such facts as they might have that 
would throw light upon the unfortunate oc- 
currence, 

These witnesses reported at the court- 
house yesterday mornmg. ‘The grand jury 
assembleda t¢ 10 o’clock and entered imme- 
diately upon the investigation of the care. 

ong those who were summoned to tes- 

tify as to the killing were Drs. Baird and 
Olmstead, of the medical profession, and 
the following friends of the family: Mrs. 
Macon Spencer, Miss Liza Whitner and 
Miss Rosa Wright. 

The latter, it will be remembered, was 
the custodian of the manuscript which pur- 
ported to give an exhaustive account of the 
whole affair from beginning to end. Miss 
Wright had been an intimate friend of Miss 

ulia Force, especially for a few months 
before the tragedy. Several years prior to 
that time they had been associated in the 
mission work of St. Philips’s church. 
Then, however, there was little friendshin 
between the two, and Miss Force frequently 
stated that she did not admire her co-work- 
er. They maintained a rather distant ac- 
quaintance for several years, and there 
seemed to be no probability of any closer 
reJationship springing up between them, A 
short while before the tragedy, however, 
it appears that Miss Force was inclined to 
cultivate the acquaintance of Miss Wright, 
and frequently invited her to her room. 
This friendship went so far that prior to 
the act the manuscript was placed in the 
hands of Miss Wright, and she was made 
the only possessor of her confidence and the 
secret of her unhappy career. 

Miss Wright was summoned for the pur- 
pose of throwing what light she could on 
the. entire subject. It was probably the 
length of her testimony, as a very impor- 
tant witness in the case, that prevented a 
termination of the matter yesterday. 

In addition to the witnesses already men- 
tioned, there were also summoned the cham- 
bermaid, Lula James, and the cook, Millie 
Van Epps. These were sent away from 
the residence by Miss Force, a few minutes 
before the tragedy occurred, and their tes- 
timony was important as bearing upon the 


matter. 

Chief of Police Connolly and Captain 
Wright were summoned to testify before 
the jury.

If the Chinese registration law goes into 
effect, and there is no reason why is should 
not, the number of Chinamen in the United 
States, in general, and in Atlanta in par- 
ticular| will be very limited. 

Sometime last year a bill was put through 
congress which calls for the registration. of 
every Chinaman of good standing that wish- 
es/to remain under the protection of the 
stars and stripes, will have to have his 
photo struck, get a couple of citizens in 
good standing to swear that he is all right, 
go through a little more red tape, and then 
settle down to washing shirts. 

Up to the present time, in the entire 
United States, there have been less than a 
dozen registered. One of these was in 
Cincinnati, and he was rewarded by hav- 
ing his picture in the morning papers. A 
number of the Atlanta Chinamen have 
been notified of this law, but all of them 
pretend ignorance of the matter, claiming 
that they are unable to catch the gist of 
the state of affairs on account of their in- 
ability to understand English. 

The mode of procedure is not a very tedi- 
ous One but it involves the expenditure of 
a couple of dollars, an event which seldom 
comes twice in the life of a pigtail. The 
department which handles this feature is 
that of a collector at present occupied by 
Mr. Walter Johnson. Numerous attempts 
have been made to get even one of the al- 
mond-eyed rice-eaters to go through with 
the requirements of the law in this partiw- 
lar, by way of setting an example. 

But all to no avail. 

In several instances, the’ collector was 
informed in very good pigeon English, that 
there was an interpreter on the way here 
from the north who would look into the 
matter for them. According to the law, 
the Chinaman must have three pictures 
taken. One of these is put on a special 
blank and forwarded to W ‘ashington, the 
second in pasted to a different form of blank 
and placed on file in the collector’s office, 
while the third is returned to the original, 
also attached to a certificate. In order 
to get himself registered, the applicant 
must bring forward two respectable citi- 
zens, who take oath as to the Chinaman’s 
residence and the length of time that he 
has resided in the city. 

The form that is sent to Washington 
serves a double purpose. It gives the 
Washington oflicials a record, and should 
the registered Chinaman wish to take a 
trip to his. native land, he can do so by 
showing his certificate. which is compared 
to the record in the Washington office, and 
all ig well. It is only by his certificate 
ag e Chinaman can return to this coun- 


A number of opinions have been advanced 
by the best legal talent in regard to the 
registration act, and by far the majority 
express the idea that it “will become a dead 
letter issue the moment it comes into ef- 
fect. Besides this, the Chinese govern- 
ment has hinted that retaliation is but the 
work of a few hours. 

What John Chinaman Thinks. 

“Whatee want downee dis place?” were 
the words that were jerked out at a Consti- 
tution reporter, as he jauntily slid down 
thirteen steps and landed in front of a 
group of collar-washers, who were rapidly 
making away with a noon meal. 

“What about this registration business,” 
was the answer the Chinaman secured by 
his pigeot-toed utterances. 

And then not a single one of them under- 
stood a word of English. 

“What about my collars and cuffs that 
were to have been done today?’ was the 
next question. : 

“Show what ticket vou hab,” answered 
the first speaker, his English considerably 
improved. After some more juggling, dur- 
ing which the reporter swore by Confucius 
and Tsai-Tsing, whoever he a that he 
would not use any names, and he couldn’t 
for he did not know any. 

““All foolish thing,” said the most talka- 
tive Chinaman, refering to the registration 
and picture matter, ‘“‘what make you think 
we hab to do like dat for. If you make 
your fuss wifh us here, our fater in our 
place make some fuss for those folk in 
our place.” 

And with all the _ facts in the case it 
would appear that John Chinaman is per- 
fectly correct in his deductions.
